PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 

Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  Robinson  Female  Seminary  : 

The  present  school  year,  showing  the  largest  enrollment  in  the 
history  of  the  school,  has  been  marked  by  several  changes. 

Miss  Bessie  H.  Jaques,  a  graduate  of  Radcliffe,  who  for  two  years 
had  been  a  very  successful  teacher  of  English  in  the  Gloucester, 
Mass.,  high  school,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  in  August  of  Miss  Virginia  E.  Percival,  who  left  the  Semi- 
nary to  accept  a  position  in  the  Lynn,  Mass.,  Classical  high  school. 

Miss  Ethel  F.  Littlefield  was  appointed  in  place  of  Miss  Alice  E. 
Sherburne,  who  resigned  in  November  to  accept  a  position  as  teacher 
of  Latin,  English  and  History  in  the  Haverhill,  Mass.,  high  school. 
Miss  Littlefield  has  received  the  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  A.  M.  from 
Tufts  College,  and  before  coming  to  Exeter  had  taught  for  three 
and  a  half  years  in  Sawin  Academy,  Sherborn,  Mass.,  having  for  the 
past  three  years  held  with  marked  success  the  principalship  of  that 
institution. 

Miss  Ada  S.  Varney,  a  graduate  of  the  Castine,  Maine,  Normal 
School,  who,  in  an  exceptionally  satisfactory  manner  demonstrated 
her  fitness  for  the  position  by  acting  as  a  substitute  for  Miss  Clark 
from  March  to  June,  1906,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  Eng- 
lish caused  by  the  resignation  in  November  of  Miss  Anna  L.  Clark, 
who  accepted  a  position  as  teacher  of  French  in  the  Haverhill, 
Mass.,  High  school. 

In  January,  Miss  Lillian  M.  Burpee  resigned  her  position  as  Sec- 
retary and  teacher  of  Arithmetic,  and  Miss  Jessie  C.  Burpee  was 
selected  to  assume  her  duties,  with  the  exception  of  the  class  in 
Arithmetic  which  has  been,  in  accordance  with  your  wishes,  in  charge 
of  Miss  Baker. 

Each  of  the  new  teachers  has  without  exception  taken  up  her 
work  in  a  very  creditable  and  satisfactory  manner,  winning  the  con- 
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fidence  of  her  classes,  and  carrying  on  the  work  with  the  least  pos- 
sible break  in  continuity.  The  excellent  preparation  for  their  work, 
and  the  adaptability  of  the  new  teachers  has  contributed  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  smoothness,  thoroughness  and  excellence  of  the  work 
which  the  school  is  doing.  A  degree  of  harmony  is  noticeable  in  the 
faculty  which  is  seldom  found  in  any  institution,  and  a  steadily  in- 
creasing and  commendable  school  spirit  is  in  evidence  among  the 
pupils  ;  two  features,  whose  importance  in  determining  the  success 
of  a  school,  can  hardly  be  overestimated. 

A  new  prize  has  been  establisJied  for  the  years  1907,  1908,  1909, 
by  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Merrill,  who  offers  an  annual  prize  of  books  to 
the  value  of  fifteen  dollars  to  the  Senior  who,  having  been  two  or 
more  years  in  the  Seminary,  attains  the  highest  general  average  in 
scholarship.  Books  of  permanent  value  are  to  be  selected  by  the 
principal. 

Valuable  additions  to  the  library  have  been  made  during  the  year 
through  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  Harriett  M.  Merrill  library 
fund ;  from  the  Seminary's  share  of  the  proceeds  obtained  from  the 
play,  "The  Rivals,"  given  by  the  Academy  and  the  Seminary;  from 
gifts  from  the  Massachusetts  Robinson  Seminary  Club  ;  from  the  class 
of  1906,  in  memory  of  Gertrude  Brown,  of  Hampton  Falls  ;  from  the 
classes  of  1899  and  1905  ;  from  the  Forafos  Club;  from  the  pupils 
of  the  academic  department  of  the  Seminary  ;  from  Mr.  William  E. 
Merrill,  and  from  Judge  Henry  A.  Shute. 

A  handsome  oak  desk  for  use  in  the  chapel  has  been  presented  to 
the  Seminary  by  the  class  of  1897,  in  memory  of  three  of  its  mem- 
bers, Addie  Belle  Rabador,  Effie  Miriam  Tufts,  Gertrude  Laura 
Hodgdon. 

The  course  of  study  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year  received  from  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  a  very  unusual  compliment,  when  it  was  ap- 
proved by  him  for  the  last  five  years  of  the  course  instead  of  for 
the  customary  four  years.  The  result  of  this  action  is  already 
noticeable  in  the  increased  number  of  pupils  from  towns  other  than 
Exeter,  who  have  entered  the  fourth,  instead  of  the  fifth  grade.  It  is 
likely  that  this  increase  in  grade  four  will  continue  to  exist,  with 
marked  profit  both  to  the  pupils  and  to  the  school,  for  by  coming  a 
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year  earlier  than  formerly  pupils  are  far  better  fitted  to  enter  upon  the 
succeding  year's  work,  and  can  be  taught  more  satisfactorily,  since 
their  work  and  j^ersonalities  are  known  by  the  teachers  who  will 
have  them  in  charge.  That  the  changes  in  the  course  of  study  have 
been  appreciated  by  the  pupils  enrolled  in  the  last  two  years  of  the 
course  is  apparent  from  the  large  number  who  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  privilege  of  choosing  subjects  from  a  wider  range 
of  electives. 

The  changes  in  the  course  include  :  the  beginning  of  Latin,  Al- 
gebra and  Geometry  in  the  fourth  grade  ;  the  requirement  of  an 
additional  year  in  history  ;  the  possibility  of  a  choice  between  Latin 
and  several  other  subjects  in  the  last  two  years  of  the  course  ;  the 
continuance  of  a  systematic  course  in  Nature  Study  during  the  first 
four  grades,  and  the  transfer  of  the  cooking  classes  from  the  fifth  and 
sixth,  to  the  third  and  fourth  grades. 

The  following  statement,  taken  from  page  ten  of  the  catalogue, 
gives  an  idea  of  the  scope  of  the  course  : 

"  In  the  Academic  course  several  studies  are  elective.  Candidates 
for  a  diploma  must  complete  the  English  of  the  four  years,  the 
Latin  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  years,  two  years  of  a  modern  language, 
the  History  of  the  fifth  year  and  of  the  seventh  year,  the  Math- 
ematics of  the  fifth  year  and  of  the  first  term  of  the  sixth,  and,  un- 
less Greek  or  German  for  three  years  and  French  for  two  years 
are  taken,  one  year  of  Science  (either  Physics,  Chemistry  or 
Biology)  ;  and  in  addition  to  these  required  subjects  they  must 
choose  from  the  elective  subjects  such  a  schedule  of  study  as  will 
include  not  fewer  than  fifteen  and  in  most  cases  not  more  than 
twenty-two  prepared  recitations  per  week,  amounting  to  at  least 
sixty-eight  points  for  the  course. 

"  Pupils  desiring  to  prepare  for  college  will  take  the  Mathematics 
of  the  fifth  and  sixth  years,  the  review  of  Mathematics  in  the  Sen- 
ior year,  and  the  Latin  of  the  four  years ;  they  will  begin  (ierman 
or  Greek  in  the  sixth  year  and  continue  the  study  for  three  years ; 
as  the  third  language,  minimum  French  may  be  taken  ;  or  in  place 
of  a  third  language,  one  year  in  Physics  ;  two  years  of  History  are 
required. 

"  It  is  important  that  pupils  preparing  for  college  should  deter- 
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mine  before  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year  what  college  they  will 
enter.  Unless  this  is  done  it  will  probably  be  difficult  for  them  to 
complete  college  preparation  without  taking  a  year  of  post  grad- 
uate study." 

The  increase  in  numbers  in  the  lower  grades,  especially  the  fourth, 
makes  it  practically  imperative  that  rooms  No.  6  and  No.  7  be 
united  into  one  large  room.  This  arrangement  would  greatly  in- 
crease the  convenience  and  effectiveness  of  the  work  in  all  the 
lower  grades.  When  this  change  is  made,  provision  for  heating  the 
Domestic  Science  room  will  be  demanded,  as  the  classes  in  sewing 
will  need  to  meet  in  that  room. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  the  fact  that  good  re- 
sults in  school  work  depend  in  very  great  measure  upon  regular 
study  hours.  All  pupils  are  expected  to  be  in  their  rooms  for  study 
after  7.30  p.  m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 
Parents  who  do  not  insist  upon  this  regulation,  except  in  rare  in- 
stances, cannot  reasonably  expect  their  daughters  to  succeed  in 
school  work. 

Judging  from  suggestions  received  from  Exeter  citizens,  it  seems 
to  me  that  if  we  could  offer,  in  the  last  year  of  the  course,  such 
subjects  as  would  qualify  for  that  work  girls  who  desire  to  enter  at 
once  upon  the  duties  of  a  stenographer,  typewriter  or  book-keeper, 
many  might  appreciate  and  elect  these  subjects. 

With  appreciative  thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  and  the  cordial
